HIGHER CONTBACTS FOR 
HOUSES. 


Contrary to expectations held a few months 
ago, there appears to be some hardening in 
the price of building materials across the 
Channel, and public “bodies. and private in- 
dividuals have recently found building con- 
tractors reluctant to make the same quotations 
that were made earlier in the year. In some 
cases there has been a definite advance ranging 


type, and in other cases builders have notified 
Inguirers that they woald not care to repeat 


cofitracts except under increases of about 10 
per cent. 

An example of the advance has occurred in 
the city of Leeds; where contracts ior type A 
houses, exclusive of lang and other charges. 
have bee let at £339 per house, as compared 
with £208 in January last. The new price, of 
course, is very much less than that of the 
“pinnacle period,” when some type A -liouses 
cost apwards of £900 and others even £1,000. 
A year ago the firm which has now got the 
contract at £59 per house beid a contract at 
£387. per houge.

BEACHED AT BALLYCOTTON. 

Our Queenstown Correspondent telegraphs— 
The crew of the ketch Isobel had. mi, cl 
narrow escape from drowning in the early 
hours of Tuesday morning off the Jrish coast. 
A dense fog prevailed. The yessel was on her 
way to Cork with a cargo of coal from Cardiff.

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INOUEST ON DUBLIN MAN 


KILLED BY TRAMCAR. 


. The Dublin City Coroner held an inquest 
yesterday on Thomas Fitzgerald, 10 Charle- 
mont street, who was knocked down by a 
tramcar on Monday night “in South Great 
George’s street, and who was dead when 
taken to Mercer’s Hospital. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the tram driver, Jobn Blackburne, Rosemount, 
Dandrum, and for the Tramway Company. 
Mr. James Brady, solicitor, was for the next- 
of- kin. 

Fxidence of. identification having been 
given, Dr Donald Gabriel, house surgeon, 
stated that death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage. i | 

Patriek Kelly, 40 Poolbeg street, examined 
by Mr. Brady, said that the accident occurred 
outside. the South City Markets at 11 p.m. 
on Monday. Witness saw the deceased come 
up along the path, step off the curbstone, and 
make a half right incline across the road. A 
tram ‘was going towards the Pillar at a 
moderate speed, and witness next saw the de- 
ceased being hit on the forehead by the front 
of the tram and knocked off his feet. 
Witness told the conductor what had hap- 
pened, and the tram stopped immediately. 
The driver and the Ei sá removed the 
man from beneatk. the front of the car. 
Replying to Mr. Brady, witness stated that 
when the mar was struck he fell under the 
car. The car continued its own length. There 
was nothing to prevent the deceased from see- 
ing the tramcar, which was lighted up. 

A Juror—Was the man dragged along under 
the tram? : 
Mr. Burne—The witness says he was not: 
James Reynolds, 39 Clarendon street, was 
next examined. He stated that he was with 
his friend, the last witness, and saw the de- 
ceased, who was on their side, about to croas 
the road diagonaily. As the tram approached 
Kelly ran out and shouted to have the car 
stopped. Just at that moment the car struck 
Fitz — aer eg hp travelled . few 
yards a u up. eceased was lyin 
oa the rl : + es 
Cross-examined by Mr. Burne, witness would 
not agree that the car was travelling at a 
ag ie ge He could not say where 
the d was struck. There was no head- 
light on the car. 

A police constable stated that the car was 
fully lighted, and that there was a headlight. 
Peter Lynam, 21 Dunville avenue, Ranelagh, 
the conductor of the car, was cautioned, and 
elected to give evidence. Coming mito 
George’s street, he was on top collecting fare:. 
He thought that the car was going at its 
ordinary speed. The first he knew of the 
accident wag when he heard a thud. Before 
he got down the stairs the car was at a stand- 
still. 

When the witness got round to the front 
of the car, the deceased was lying on the 
ground. The body was on the fender, with 
the ea and one arm stretching across the 
track. 

Answering Mr. Beady, witness said that 
the car was due at the Pillar at about, 11.26 
p.m. The accident occurred at about 11.20 

im; It would take about 26 minutes to go 
rom Palmerston Park to the Pillar. 

Station Sergeant John Walsh said the driver 
made a statement after having been cautioned 
and the charge of manslaughter had been read 
over to him. Mr. Brady having objected, 
the Coroner ruled that the statement 
be read. The witness said that he had not 
the statement with him, as it was with the 
depositions in the Rolice Court. The Coroner 
would not allow him to quote what was said 
in the statement, and he withdrew. 

The jury found that death was accidentally 
caused. They exonerated the driver from all 
blame, and recommended the relatives of the 
deceased to the consideration of the Tramway
